HERG was a largeattendance 
of men and women at the 
meeting at’ the Helena May Ins- 
titute yesterday when Dr. Wini- 
fred Cullis gave a talk on condi- 
tions in Britain. She illustrated 
her address with photographs 
provided , by the Ministry of 
Information, ‘ : 


There was so much she could soy 
of Interest that, she found st diMeutt 
to chose any specific branch of war- 
time activities, sald Dr, Cullls. 


“We all fcel,” she sald, “the great 
debt of gratitude to all the fighting 
services on whom the security and 
preservation of freedom and. justice 
s0 much depend, but the spirit of the 
general people fs also responsible for 
much, and it fg of them, the ordinary 
people, that I shall speak.” 4 


Dr, Cullls remarked that'a point 
she had intended to bring up during 
her broadcast, but had failed to do, 
was that among the people who were 
working in every kind of way were 
the selentific people; who were doing 
their part in the field of research. 
In her opinion the Germans had lost 
much when they expelled non- 
Aryans, many of whom were scien- 
tists and medical peoeple. They had 
cut at the root of, their. scientific 


Brave Scientists 


One of the bravest acts, she 
thought, was the taking. apart by 
British scientists, of the first German 
magnetic mine, This called for cold 
courage. It was a fact of which we 
could. be proud that Within a fort= 
night our scientists found the sderet 
of that’ mine. (Applause),

The victory of the Atlantic 
has been the — outstanding 
naval event of the year and 
it has never been officially an- 
nounced, 


‘Few details about it are 
known outside the Admiralty, 
and the world at large is hard- 


ly aware-of what has happen...

One js to be Hown over a camouflaged 
area with the order ‘to identify and 
plot the positions of as many military 
targets as possible. oe 

One day a new turget area was 
scheduled. “To the authorities’ sur- 
prise, muny observers did poorly in 
this test.. Some failed to pick out a 
single target. Were the observers to 
blnme-or the camouflage too good? 

An artillery observer was taken up, 
He was trained’ for gunnery spotting, 
but had never te face the exacting 
tests Imposed on air observers. He 
was uble not only to describe cor- 
rectly the gun positions In the 
camouflaged area, but he also noted 
several other targets. ° 

Optleal tests revealed the secret of 
the gunner’s success, He was culour- 
tind. Camouflage, therefore, falled 
to defeat him. ‘

Not ‘Real Help 

In London it is believed that 
ecolour-blindness can only be a 
hindrance to the efficiency of obser- 
vers for nrtillery-spotting or identi- 
fying targets for bombing purposes. 

in exceptional circumstances it js 
possible that colour-blindness might 
enable one observer to identify a 
target a few seconds curlier than an 
observer with normal vision. But he 
would be handicapped by .his in- 
ubility to distinguish colours and 
coloured Hghts. And there are times 
when this disability might be of vital 
importance to his crew. 

An RAF. observer .-is 
“briefed” before taking off -on an 
cperation with all the available 
“knowledge about the targets.

A CHANCE discovery by the 
United States Air Corps is caus- 
ing discussion in the Royal Air 
Force. , : 

Observers ‘in the American air 
forces have to face stringent tests. 
Once ts to be. flown over 0 camouflaged 
area with the order to identify and 
plot the positions of as many military 
targets ns possible, 

One day a new target area wos 
scheduled. To the nuthorities’ sur- 
prise, many observers did poorly In 
this test. Some failed to pick out a 
single turget. Were. the observers to 
blame or the cnmouflnge too good? : 

An artillery observer was tuken up, 
lle was: trnined for gunnery spotting, 
but had never to face the exacting 
tests imposed, on alr olservers. He 
was cable not only to describe cor- 
rectly the gun positions in the 
camouflaged aren, but he also noted 
several other targets. 

Optical tests revealed the seerct of 
the gunner’s success, He was colour- 
blind. Camouflage, therefore, falled 
to defeat him. : 

Now the medical committee of the 
United States Air Corps are con- 
A sidering to what extent they can use 

| colour-blind observers. : 

: Not Real Help : 

In London it ts .belleved that 
colour-blindness ciun only be a 
hindrance to the efMficlency of obser- 
vers for artillery-spotting or identl- 
fying targets’ for Bombing purposes. 

In exceptional circumstances it is 
possible that colour-blindness might 
enable one observer to: Identify a 
target a few seconds e: 
observer with normal! vision. But he 
would be handicapped by his ine 
‘nbility to distinguish colours and 
coloured. lights. And there are times 
when this disabillty might be'of vital 
{mportance to his crew. . 

An RAF. observer is carefully 
“briefed” before taking off on. an 
eperation with all ‘the avallable 
knowledge ubout the targets. 

Part of this knowledge comes from 
the long study by experts of close-up 
photographs of the camouflaged arca. 
Remember, tod, that the infra-red 
plates of certain cameras can draw 
-~aside_the_curtain_of camouflage that 
depends on deceiving colours, + 

It is because of these facts that the

The victory of the Atlantic 
has been the outstanding 
naval event of the year and 
it has never been officially an- 
nounced. 


Fow, details about it ‘are 
known outside the Admiralty, . 
wand the world at large is hard- 
ly aware of what has happen- 
ed. Nevertheless that victory 
has played a considerable part 
in shaping the events of the 
immediate past and moulding - 
the immediate future. 

Tt was brought about by. 
the vigorous offensive of the 
Navy at the very start of the 
war against the German sub- 
marine campaign, , Rapidly 
though the Admiralty plans 
for establishing convoys work- 
ed, they would not by them- 
selves . have’ defeated the 
U-bogts. 

.The German’. expectation 
was that sore two million 
tons of shipping would be 
destroyed ‘in the first month, 
and this appalling loss must 
in their estimation completely 
‘wreck’ any plans we had ‘for 
the prosecution of the war. . 

. In the result, the U-boats 
wero 80 harried and hunted by 
our anti-submarine  flotillas .

safety, and they were unable 
to concentrate on the mer-. 
chant ships. ' 


The total damage they were “ 
able to inflict in this first 


month—was—no—more—-than— 
184,241 -tons, and in the 
course of those operations we, 
know from a statement in 
Parliament that they lost. at 
least six or seven vessels in.
